CARD SHARPERS AND THEIR VICTIMS. 


On Thursday, as the twelve o’clock train to Tynemouth drew up at 
the Manors Station, there stepped into a second-class compartment, 
previously containing only three passengers, two foreign sea cap tains, 
a well-dressed tradesman, and a young man who appeared to be a 
puddler or mechanic. The previous occupants were another elderly 
tradesman, a fresh-looking countrymsn, anda young man. Last of all 
stepped in a man who might have been of any occupation, from a cbmic 
singer to a pugilist, but who, on close inspection, revealed an expres- 
sion partaking somewhat of anxiety. He was dressed ina dark 
shooting-coat and suit, wide-awake, and with short cut hair, pock- 
marked features, and a restless blue eye. The train had just got 
through the tunnel, and was going on to the trestle bridge, when the 
last-mentioned, who had seated himself in the middle of the 
seat, got out three beautifully desizned’ playing-cards, a king and 
two rags, avd remarked that perhaps the company would like to 
have a littleamusement. This was speedily fanloeod by an explana- 
tion that the company were challenged to find where the picture-card 
Jay, when, after a dexterous shuffling, the three lay in a row with their 
backs upwards. After the ample experience that the public have had 
of the character of these gentry, it might have been supposed thata 
card-sharper’gs cu tom would be small, but his sagacity in selecting 
this compartment was very soon evident. The countryman sitting 
next the door was first tempted to stake, merely ‘in fun,” of course, 
a sixpence, which he lost; another sixpence, and lost that; then a 
shilling, and won.

Their thirst became eo intense that they began to desire a speedy death 
by drowning rather than ao lingering one by thirst and starvation. 
Just as night wascomiog on, however, the brig Catherine, of White- 
haven, John Doughefty, master, from Ireland to Dutton Bay, Oumber- 
land, providentially driven by adverse wind out of her course, creased 
their path and took them up. On board of the brig they were most 
kindly treated, and the master made an effort to land them at Douglas, 
but the storm would not allow the Oatherine to get in. The two 
tradesmen and the boat were therefore taken on to Dutton Bay, which 
they reached at about three o’clock on Thursday afternoon. They 
could eat nothing till nine that morning, but they drank water most 
greedily. If they had remained one hour longer unobserved they 
must have gone down, so heavy was the storm on Wednesday night 
off the Isle of Man. The point at which they were picked up must 
have been 10 miles from Douglas. 


THE POISONING CASE IN NORTHUMBERLAND. 


Mr. Cockcroft, the coroner for South Northumberland, and a jury 
brought a protracted inquiry, held in the village of Ponteland, on the 
Chevy Chase-road, to aclose on Thursday evening. About Christmas 
last three brothers—John Bushby, George Bushby, and William 
Bushby, residing at Donkin’s-aouses, near Ponteland, and carrying on 
business as farmers, died after protracted and painful illness, and it 
was subsequently proved by a post-mortem examination of the body 
of John Bushby, and an analysis of his viscera, that his death had beer 
caused by arsenic.

PERILOUS BOATING ADVENTURE. 


Two young men who wentout from Douglas (Isle of Man) in a row- 
boat on’ Wednesday afternoon, and who, as they had not been heard 
ot up to Friday night, were reported lost, have been pickedup. They 
are Messrs. Cousins and Sherwood, boot and shoe manufacturers, of, 
Wolverhampton, in which town they havo three places of business. 

“They had very little experience in boating, and when they left Doug- 
las the wind and tide were against them. When they thought they 
were a mile aud s half from the shore they were out three miles, and, 
after turning the boat’s head and rowing towards land, hile that 
their exertions only slightly impeded the progress of tho boat to sea — 
to which, notwithstanding all their ‘efforts, they were constantly 
drifting. At six o’clock, when their hands were sorely blistered, when 
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persou who had been connected with tho family, the coroner and jury 
have entirely failed in finding any trace of how the poison had got 
into the food taken by these persons. Some evidence was given oP 
Thursday that an improper intimacy had existed between the house- 
keeper, Elizabeth Ribley, and William Bushby; but it was also 
proved that she had been seriously il!, and that she was still suffering 
from the effects of poison that must have been taken into her system. 
The jury. after deliberating for an hour anda half—twelve agreeing 
and three dissenting—returned the following verdict :—"‘ We fin 

that John Bushby died on the 9th of February, 1866, at Donkin's- 
houses, in the parish of Newburn, from the effects of arssnic, but 
whether the said arsenic was administered to him intentionally or by 
accident there is not sufficient evidence to prove.” Gti

TRAGIC SCENE AT VIENNA. : 

SA {ragic scene occurred at Vienna on Tuesday last, at four o'clock 
in the afternoon, at the canal of the Danube, near the Aspern Bridge, 
A woman, modestly dressed, suddenly threw herself from the quay 
into the water, A men, who at the same mcment was bathing his 
Newfoundland dog in the canal, threw a stone in the direction where 
the woman had just disappeared. Meantime the latter, owing to. the 
inflation of her garments, rose several times to the surface of the 
water. The dog caught hold of her while she was thus floating, and 
tried tobring her to the shore. But she was determined to destroy 
her life, and she dragged the dog down with her. Among the crowd, 
which was horror-stricken at the sight of this terrible struggle between 
life and death, was a soldier of the police, who courageously plunged 
‘nto the water to the help of the unhappy woman. Scarcely had he 
seized her than he was likewise carried away by her to the bottom of 

® water, and in a few seconds the woman, the soldier, and the dog had 

isappeared in the canal, never to rise again. 


MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE OF A GERMAN. 
‘On Friday an inquest was hold in Jobn-street, Limehouse, on the 
body of aGerman named John Pope, aged 28 years. On Saturday 
week the sister of deceased received from him a letter, of which the 
following is a translation :—‘‘8, St. John-street, Westminster. My 
dear Mary,—I tell you that I leave London in one hour. Go, the first 
day you can, to my Jandlord and get my things, and pay him 3s, Go 
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personally ploughed and planted many acres of Jand, would have 
laughed to scorn the party so informing him, Such, however, is 
literally the case. We learnt the facts from a gentleman residing in 
the vicin'ty. Tho smoking ruins of the farm upon which these young 
people resided had scarcely cooled when the neighbours clubbed together 
built them a Jog-house, and extemporized a sort of barn, Horses were 
loaned to them, and the girls with their own hands ploughed the 
ground and seeded it with corn. The crop grew apace, and with their 
own hands they harvested it. They sold it to great advantage, They 
had owned 47 negro slaves. Some of these went into the Union army, 
others deserted the locality. The girls were left alone to baffle with 
the vicissitudes of the war. Our informant, whose respectability is 
beyond a question, says that these girls produced by their own work 
in the field more decided and productive results than were accomplished 
by the entire gang of sluves. They toiled for three years, and now 
they have a comfortable home and’ most substantial barns upon their 
property, while improvements have been made upon it to an extent 
that makes it of considerably more value than before the torch of 
conflicting armies reduced its building to ashes, One of the young 
Jadies has since married, but tha others still do duty as their own 
“overseers,” and they thems+lveg purchased yesterday and directed 
the shipment of the agricultural implements to which we have above 
referred. ‘I'he wonder to the dealer was that a lady, delicately gloved 
and attired as though she had never overstepped the bounds of the

A WIFE-BEATING “ PREACHER.” 

Last week William Wilson, a man who has recently been preaching 
in the Market-place during the evenings, was brought before the high 
bailiff of Douglas charged with beating his wife with a horsowhip 
and disturbing the peace one evening during the week.

EVENTS OF THE WEEK. 


The oMf Atlantic cable has been recovered, and from the 
point where the splice was made the Great Eastern has paid out 254 
miles of new cable, and was last evening distant only 492 miles from

In the last five years no less than 932,016lb. of. meat have 
heen condemned in the Oity markets as unfit for human food—viz., 
79,662ib. in Aldgate market, 146,8461b. in Leadenhall market, and 
712,508ib.in Newgate market ; 385 000lb. consisted of good meat that 
had become putrid; there, were 505,000lb, of diseased meat, and 
49,0001b, the flesh of animals that had died from natural causes or from 
disease.

Grosz or THE SALMON FisHentes.— On Saturday last, salmon fishing 
for the present year in the English rivers, except with the red and line, 
ceased. The “fence” time will last up to February 1, 1867, until 
which day it will be unlawfal to take salmon by means of nets, traps, 
or otber engines. There is, however, an exception in favour of rod- 
tishing up to November 1. The fish, however, except the botcher or 
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grilse, are already declining in condition, and the females becoming 
heavy in spawn, and the propriety of continuing the rod fishing to so 
late a season has been much questioned. The reeults of the past 
season’s fishings on some of the principal rivers in England are re- 
ported as most satisfactory. On the river Severn, one of the most 
important salmon rivers of the kingdom, there has be®n a remarkable 
increase in the take of fish, which may be fairly credited to the oper- 
ation of the new salmon fishery laws, whereby protection has been 
efforded to the fish during the season of reproduction. The fishmon- 
gers all along the banks of the Severn state that they never knew so 
large a supply from that river as in the present year, and the high 
price of meat having increased the demand, their profits have bven 
very satisfactory. ‘The price has latterly ranged from 10d. to 1s. 2d. 
per pound. 

Gatway Fisnery, Irrranp.—Three ladies have caught and killed 
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this season nearly one hun!red salmon, and the anglers have killed 
2,400 fish. It is quite wonderful to see the quantity of fish in the 
river; a few days tince it was estimated by a gentleman, a good judge 
of such matters, that there were at least 2,000 of them in a space of 
about 300 yards, ail alive andin view. By this time they are all in 
the upper waters, for the nets have not caught them, 1t is hoped that 
some of them will get up into Lough Mask through the ladder which 
ig just finished. 


SatmMon Fisuina 1x OumsertANd.—The net-fishing season. for 
salmon, which closed on Friday, last week, has been in Cumborland 
the most successful since the passing of the Salmon Fisheries Act. 
The spring was not very remarkable, but the summer months proved 
most productive, the takes of salmon, grilge, and salmon trout, partion- 
larly of grilse, having been very great, The quantity of fish capturod 
in the poke n+ts and half-nets in the Solway Firth was on some occ e~

“ Paul Pry.” produced hére upon the occasion of Mr, Toole’s benefit, 
aa fecorded by us last weak, was repeated up to the end of the weck, 
and only removed from the bills in consequence of the actor’s dépir- 
ture to falfil his provincial engagements. ‘Ihe comedy on its original 
production attained axcaptional popularity almost entirely through the 
aeting of Liston in the principal character. The actor, therefore, who 
atiampta the character of Paul Pry braves much; in fact he pits hin 
self with the illustrious actor just named, and rises or falls by the com- 
parison ,which he himself provokes. ‘Ticklish, however, as is the 
veniuro, oven for the best of comedians, Mr. Toole’s attempt cannot.be 
said to have been by any meaus premature. Rather than this his 
abstention in the matter for so long a period after taking up the posi- 
tion ho holds on the English stage—a position second to 
but few of the greatest in his line that have gone before, 
and to none of his contemporaries—must be looked upon as 
evidence of bis modesty. Mr. Tooles Paul Pry differs essen- 
tially from tho Paul Pry of our fathers, Wright fecit, and also from 
the Pau! Pry oi our grandfathers, the Listoniaa and original deline- 
ation, It differs from the firat-mentioned in being more subdued and 
Jess farcice}, and from the second in being less unctuously humourous. 
It ig as a character impersonation decidedly superior to Wright’s ; and, 
as far ad we ara able to judge without havin actually seen the 
jamous original, equal to, though differing from, Liston’s. Mr. Toole’s 
impersonstion is not one whit less humourous than was Liston’s, but the 
humour is of s diferent kind. Liston’s Paul Pry was a sort of amial- 
gamation of Mr. Pickwick and tho Pantaloon of the Pantomime.. Mr. 
Poole’s Paul Pry has.not the Pickwickian attribute; and is, by jast so 
much, nearer being the unmitigated prying pest. The one in pursuing 
hig jaquiries is, to a no inconsiderable: extent, prompted by an intetse 
longing to sot people and things right,and an equally intense belief in 
his ability to do so. The other has all the mischievous conceit, but 
not so much of the good nature. The latter's prying is more the resuli 
of the mere love of scandal; and though he is rarely actuated in any 
of his proceedings by malico—being apparently too much absorbed iv 
running down fresh scanda.s—thero is certainly more of protence than 
of reality is his frequent boast of wishing to do his. various 
victims a service. Mr. Toole’s — vorsion. is thus-to #. grout 
extent original; «and, 5 a_ character delineation but little _re- 
inoved from pure comedy, it will certainly add to his reputation. The 
principal charactor apart, Poole’s comedy is for most tastes, and 
especially for that which pervades an Adelphi audience, older-fashioned 
and “glow.”

She was shown into a room, and while thera Mrs, Clark, an old lady 
who was staying with the family, entered the room. Jones, after a 
few words had been exchanged, rushed upon Mrs. Olark and stabbed 
her 'n the throat with a carving knife. ‘The shrieks of the wounded 
woman brougbt help, and the would-be murderess was got away. 
She is evidently insane. 


CAPTURE OF A LiverProon MURDERER IN New York.—Intelligence 
was received in Liverpool on Saturday last that Read, the man who 
brutally murdered his wife in Liverpool: about 4 years ago, and after- 
wards escaped to America, has been arrested in New York by detective- 
officer Marsden, of the Liverpool police, who has been despatched in 
quest of him. : 

New York Stare Ineserate Asytum.— Up to 1864 there had been 
7,245 applications for places in this institution at Binghampton, from 
évery State in the Union, and from Kurope, Mexico, aud the British 
Provinces, 5200f whom were opium eaters. There were 39 clergymen, 
8 judges, 197 lawyers, 226 physiclans, 340 merchants, 680 mechanics, 
466 farmers, 240 gentlemen, and 805 women. One of the opium eaters, 
a lawyer, who had filled a highly responsible office, in one year drank 
3,200 bottles of M‘Munn’s preparation of opium. In one day he drank 
twenty bottles, equal to ten thousand drops of Jaudanum. Patients 
at this asylum are received for not less than a year, are watched, con- 
trolled, and medically treated. The expectation is that at least 70 per 
cent. will be radically cured. The astounding fact was stated at the 
recent Temperance Convention at Saratoga, that the names f 1,800 
rich men’s daughters are on the list of applicants for admission to this 
asylum. 

Froaaina AND BRANDING IN THE ARMy.—It appears from a parlia- 
mentary return just issued that the number of men flogged in the army 
and militia of Great Britain and Ireland in 1863 was £18; the number of 
lashes inflicted, 23,668, ‘lhe number of prisoners flogged in 1864 was 
528, and of lashes inflicted 25,638. The number of persons flogged in 
1865 was 441; and of lashes inflicted, 21,561. The number of meu 
marked with the letter D in 1863 was1,186; with BO, 115. In 1864 
there were marked with the letter D, 1,488; marked with B O in 186 
“cannot be rendered.” The number of men marked in 1865 with the 
letter D was 1,502; with the letters B O, 90. 

Curious STATISTICS OF INsaANITY,—Madness is most prevalent in 
the north-west of Europe and constantly decreases towards the south- 
east. That th influence of climate in producing this remarkable pro- 

ression is very great cannot be doubted. Cold, wet, and fog, con- 
Anes more to idiotcy than great heat. The only land which rivats 
Norway and Scotland in the amount of insanity is Swilzerland, with 
its Alpine range and relatively cold climate. As to the influence cf 
race upon insanity there is 1 madman out of every 550 of the Celtic 
German races; 1 madman out of every 1,192 of the Latin races; 1 
madman out of every 1,643 Sclavonians and ‘Tartars, The diapropor- 
tion to the disadvantage of the Germanic races is enormous, and it 
cannot be argued that it is due to the fact that the Sclavonians for the 
most part live in a primitive state without any mental cultivation or 
strain upon the intellect. For that would not account for the difference 
between the Celto-Germanic races and the Latin races. Andit is not 
true that superior intellectual cnlture and activity conduce to insanity, 
for the Rhenish Province is far mure intellectually active and culti- 
vated than Pomerania, and has far less insanity. As to the inflaenoe 
of religion upon madmen, Mr. Hausner tells us that there is 1 madman 
out of every 491 Protestants, 1 madman out of every 1,088 Catholics, 
1 madman out of 1,795 Orthodox Greeks, and he says that the influence 
of religion upon madmen, independently either of Church or race, is 
proved by the fact that taking Cermans of the same race and climate 
there are far fewer madmen among the Catholics (Bavarians, Rhive- 
landers, and Austrians) than among the Protestants. Insanity is 37 
times more prevalent in the Canton Lucerne than in the Azores; 18 
times more prevalent in Norway than in Servia ; 5 times more preva- 
lent in Great Britain than in Italy.—The Tablet.

Verdi’s new opera of “ Don Carlos,” on the ground that it is only a 
secondary one, ‘The company. of the Grand Opera includes two first bags 
singers, the plaintiff and M. Opin, each of whom receive the same salary and 
are engaged on exactly the same conditions ; the new opera of M, Verdi also 
éontains two bass parts, Philippe Il. apd the Grand Inquisitor. | The! com- 

oser, before commencing the opera, was informed by M, Perrin of the names 
éf the artists who would interpret his work, and consequently wrote the music 
of Philippe II. for M. Obin, whose voice is what is cailed in professional lan- 
guage a basse chantante,and that of the Inquisitor for M. Belvai, who is a basse 
profonde.’ Fhe latter on receiving his part and finding it'to be not solong as 
shat of his colleague, whom he considered had been recently too much favoured, 
refused to accept it, as not being in accordance with his engagement. M. Perrin
